SIR  :  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Senate  on  the  4th 
of  April,  1853  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  requested  to  pro- 
cure, so  far  as  practicable,  and  furnish  the  same  to  the  Senate  at  the 
commencement  of  the  next  session  of  Congress,  the  following  informa- 
tion, viz : 

"  The  aggregate  amount  of  federal,  State,   city,   county,    railroad, 
canal,  and  other  corporation  bonds,  stocks,  or  other  evidences  of  debt, 
leld  in  Europe  or  other  foreign  countries,  on  the  30th  of  June,  1853, 
specifying  separately,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  the  amount 
of  each  of  the  above  descriptions  of  bonds  and  stocks." 

In  compliance  with  the  above  resolution,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  accompanying  documents : 

A. — A  letter  from  the  Register  of  the  Treasury,  dated  February  27, 
1854,  giving  the  amount  of  federal  stock  outstanding  on  the  30th  of 
June,  1853,  and  the  amount  estimated  as  then  held  by  foreigners  resid- 
ing beyond  the  bounds  of  the  United  States. 

B. — A  general  statement  of  the  amount  of  bonds  of  the  several
